Undoubt- 
edly the most desirable, settiers for your 
province are native Cunadiaus; these are the 
best material for new codatrics, Dader- 

tending the peculiar diffitities to be ep- 
ogD he goes to work and knows bow 
to perform it. 

This society. throngh Planetds, are anxious 
fo open up acorrespondence with any exist- 
ing associations whith may now be in operre 
tion fs your province. Itis not kiown here 
j what are your characteristics of soil and pros- 

pects for fruit raising, as a speciality, &c., all 
af these matters we intend to present in a 
definiteform to the association here. For 
instance, there are in Ontario many eminent 
practical fruit-growers who, for reasons of 
health, &c., are very anXious to obtain a 
more general climate pessessing at the same 
time a fair adaptability to production of root 
crops.

BUROPB. 


Loxpox, Dec. 11—Manifestations of sym- 
pathy everywhere appear for the Prince ef 
Wales. Symptoms of death are’ very immi- 
nent, and all hopes of his recovery have been 
abandoned. 

The Queen and the Princess Alexandria are 
bearing the fatigue well, and the latter hardly 
leaves the sick room. 

2p.m.—A bearer ef « dispatch carried 
from Sydenham at 12:30 p. m., told outsiders 
he did not expect to Gnd the Prince alive 
when he returned, and thas the royal tamily 
and others bad given him up. 

New Yorr, Dec. 11, 6 p.m.—The following 
is the latest official bulletin: Sydeabam, § 
p.m.—The Prince was very restless duriag 
the afternoon, bet bis exhaustion is not ja- 
creasing. 

A specinl from London says tremendous 
excitement prevailed in Madrid on the recep- 
tion of the President’s message relative to 
the Cuban difficulty. 

The Governmect bas resolved to maintain 
& firm attitude; reinforcements of thirty 
thousand troops, two ‘additional generals, 
and four ironclads to be immediately des- 
paiched to Cuba, 

Panis, Dec. 9—A change in the French 
Government is imminent. Thiers will re- 
linqaish the Presidency iv favor of Duke De 
Aumale; be has agreed to this movement 
with the Duke, and all influential members of 
the Right approve of it. The Orleans Princes 
will not take their seats until Thiers’ plan is 
carried out. The change will be effected 
directly ; all details have been arranged. 
The cause of the change is that Thiers is ua- 
able to withstand the Right, which has been 
returned from the Provinces and is very hos- 
tile, and he has fears of the constantly in- 
creasing power of the Imperialists in the 
army. 

Panis, Dec. 10—There is disagreement be- 
tweea the Thiers and the Orleans Princes, re- 
specting the right of the latter to their seats 
in the Assembly. 


BASTERN STATES. 


Wasnixetoyx, Dec. 10—Cloquet, the newly 
elected representative from Muntana, is en- 
dedvoring to secure a land title to Indian land 
in Montana, for white settlers op those reser- 
vations.
